Lesson Focus 


Today we introduce three question words: dare, itsu and nande, which mean "who, 
English. Nande is more casual than naze, which also means "why" in English.

Examples: 

ILHE CT Do IZLISHECT Do. HAT ALHECT D. 

Kare wa dare desu ka? Kanojo wa dare desu ka? Anata wa dare desu ka? 
Who is she? Who are you? 

Who is he? 


Note: Anata wa dare desu ka? is very direct, and thus considered somewhat rude depending on the situation or intonation. It 
can be used in a situation like today's dialog, but it is advisable to avoid using it unless needed. It's better to use donata 
(which is a polite, indirect substitution for dare) and drop anata; i.e. Donata desu ka?

WOE CISKEA CHD? 
Itsu koko ni kita n desu ka? 
When did you come?
